DRURY LANE THEATRE. 

WE have great pleasure in recording the most decided and 
well deserved success of the new Tragedy, in five acts, called 
The Provost of Bruges, which was produced at this Theatre 
last night. lt was written by the author of The Avenger, 
(a Tragedy which was brought out at the Surrey Theatre,) and 
he is, on dit, a friend of Mr. Macready, and last night Macready 
proved himself a friend to the author, fora finer piece of acting we 
never witnessed than his performance of the part from which the 
Tragedy takes its title. The following isan outline of the story : 
During a temporary absence of Bertulphe, (Macready,) the Earl 
of Flanders passes a law, making all those who marry in the 
family of a Serf, subject to the same degrading conditions as those 
who are born Serfs. Thancmar, ( Warde,) a political rival and 
enemy of Bertulphe, becomes possessed of the knowledge, that he 
(Bertulphe) though now enobled, was born in that low state, 
and what is more, that being born on his (Thancmar’s) father’s 
estate, he, and his lovely daughter Constance, (E. Tree,) and 
his noble son-in-law, Bouchard, (Cooper,) are all his slaves. 
This dreadful disclosure brings wretchedness into the family 
of the Provost ; his charming daughter losses her senses and dies, 
his son-in-law is killed in a combat with Thancmar, whom how- 
ever he also kills, and Bertulphe rather than fall into the hands 
of his enemies, kills himself. The incidents are dramatic, the in- 
terest is well sustained, and the language is good, and not un- 
frequently highly poetic, and the acting generally speaking 
was excellent ; too much praise cannot be given to Macready, his 
acting was perfect. EllenTree also deserves especial and honora- 
ble mention. The Trageé» was unanimously applauded through- 
out, and its announcement for Friday was received with cheers. 
' Macready was then called for, and after some delay came 
forward, and was received with most tremendous cheering, and 
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never was that honor more worthily bestowed. After theTragedy, 
a new Comic Extravaganza, in three acts, by Peake, called Frolice 
in‘Forty Five’ was acted, and we grieve to say that it was com- 
pletely damned. Mr. Cooper in vain made an appeal to the au- 
dience, he said ‘‘ It was neither the interest or wish of the lessee 
to force any piece contrary to the general wish, but he hoped 
for the sake of the author, who had often successfully laboured 
for their amusement, the piece might be heard to an end.’ 
It was impossibie amidst the noise to make out the anthor’s inten- 
tion, we must however in candour say, the piece was grossly 
extravagant.—There was a very full house.
